DETAILED ACTION 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitation 
"agricultural nozzle" (claims 2, 4 and 6) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: *** 
The term "agricultural nozzle" is used in the specification, but there is no actual 
disclosure of a nozzle. What is an agricultural nozzle? 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 2, 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. See the above objections to the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 (which includes 2, 4 and 6, as understood) are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Van Hecke. 

Van Hecke discloses the provision of an elastomeric ring or O-ring as a lock 
between the threads of a threaded connection. The elastomeric ring 14 is provided in a 
groove or channel in the externally threaded member 10 and causes an interference fit 
with the threads of the mating internally threaded member or nut. This threaded 
connection could inherently be threaded into or connected in some manner with a 
nozzle structure or device. 



Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The reference to Imse and the German patent disclose related 
thread lock structures and are cited to further show the state of the art.
